AT NAVAL QUIZ! 


Says Flotilla © ila Could Hate 
Used Own Instruments . 


His Knowledge Attacked as 
Purely Theoretical 


Skipper of One Destroyer 
Takes Witness Stand © 
A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 6.—Destroyer 
Squadron Eleven could have used 
its own radio compass sets in 
checking supposedly erroneous ra- 
dio compaas bearings received from 
Point Arguello shortly befors sev- 
en ships of the squadron crashed 
to destruction on the rocks off 
Honda, Cal., September 8, iast, a 
radio expert today told the naval 
court. of inquiry investigating the 
disaster. 

Lieut. Mervin W. Arps, in charge 
of radio instruction at the naval 
training station here, testified that 
a.simple adjustment of antennae 
would have enabled any destroyer 
in the squadron to have taken its 
own bearings. on Point Arguello 
with the radio compaas each had 
aboard that night. 


ADMITS SHIPS HANDICAPPED 

Under cross-examination Lieut. 
Arps admitted that the individual 
destroyer would have been prac- 
tically helpless so far as making 
accurate use of this equipment 
was concerned, due to a shortage 
of radio men and the necessity 
of continually “guarding” certain 
wave lengths over which squadron 
and fleet messages were received. 

A squadron “properly organized 
as a communication unit,” how- 
ever, he said, could delegate one 
of the ships in column'to the 
task of securing bearings with its 
own radio compass while the other 
vessels “protected” it; that is,, took 

messages it might be missing while 
| working the compass. 

“Have you ever seen any grou 
of vessela so organized?” the wit- 
ness was asked. 

“Yes; it's the standard organiza- 
tion of the fleet,” he said. “Wheth- 
er it's carried out in the destroy- 
er squadrons, I don’t know.”

ALLEGES EMBEZZLEMENT 

In his testimony he had accused 
Dillon of a long series of embezzle- 
ments of license money and of rec- 
ord falsifications in which he 
he himself had part. 0, 

Dillon's notification of dismissal 
says to Erickson: 

“Your testimopy on the witness 
stand shows that you are a liar, 
perjurer and thief.”

GASOLINE MIXED 

The upshot of the whole business 
is that the supply of casing-head 
gasoline, and “bootleg” gasoline 
which some filling station operators 
made out of various ingredients 
mixed with a little gasoline, be- 
came so large that the big re- 
fineries and marketing companies 
were unable, at least temporarily, 
to market their gasoline in an or- 
derly manner, and the business be- 
came hit or miss, with anybody 
and everybody selling ‘‘gas" for 
most any price it would bring— 
from six to fifteen cents—with 
thirteen cents as the prevailing 
price in California during Septem- 
ber. 

Today the “little fellow” with a 
$20,000 investment in a casing- 
head gasoline plant is turning 
waste gas into motor fuel and mak- 
ing more money out of it tempo- 
rarily, than the big corporation, 
which has from $10,000,000 to 
$18,000,000 invested in a modern 
refinery. The little fellow is hav- 
ing his inning while the scramble 
endures. When quiet is restored 
the ofl and natural gas will be 
pumped from the ground only as 
the public requires it, amd the 
waste of these great natural re- 
sources will, it is hoped, be 
checked. 

E. L. Doheny, one of the coun- 
try’s foremost petroleum producers, 
hit the nail on the head a few days 
ago when he pointed out that mo- 
torists who are hauling their fam- 
ily more than a mile for one cent, 
with gasoline that is now selling for 
less than two cents per pint, keep 
clamoring for further reductions in 
the price of gasoline, but willingly 
céntinue to pay from ten to fifteen 
cents for a small bottle of ginger 
ale with which to quench their 


INCREASES IN SEPTEMBER 

There is much food for thought 
In the prevailing price of gasoline. 
No doubt the stock of gasoline will 
show another increase for Septem- 
ber,-and stocks may increase for 
some little time, with prices more 
or less erratic as a result. 

The fact should not be lost sight 
of, however, that gasoline is—next 
to sugar—the most widely used 
product in the universe, and that 
the Department of the Interior dis- 
covered in July that there was just 
enough gasoline on. hand in the 
United States to last sixty days at 
the June rate of consumption.

Life Terms for Slayers of. 


Policemen Approved by 
» Appellate Court 


Conviction of James Wheaton 
and Calvin Rowell, charged with 


Killing Policemen Harry Clester 


and P. I. Brett, December 6, 1921, 
was affirmed yesterday by the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal. Both men 


ha@’ been sentenced by Superior 
Court Judge Parker to life impris- 
onment. The affirmation was writ- 
ten by Justice Curtis, with Justices 


Conrey and Houser concurring. 
Willard Thompson and Wrliliam 
Bringhurst, convicted of the same 
crime, were sentenced to death, 
and their appeals are now pending 
in the Supreme Court A. fifth 
member of the slaying party, Jess 
Wendell, was never captured and 
ia believed to have committed sui- 


The evidence is held to be con- 
clusive that at the time of the mur- 
ders the five men were on an ex- 
péedition of robbery and burglary, 
and that when they attracted the 
attention of the two policemen 
they had already visited a number 
of places where their intended 
robberies were frustrated. 

Clester dnd Brett captured the 
men after a running battle in auto- 
mobiles and were killed in a sec- 
ond battle while all seven were 
being taken to the police station 
in a single automobile. 

The chief ground on which the 
appeal was made was that the 
mens denial of the crime was 


The Appellate Court holds that, 
while it may have been intended 
as a denial, it contained enough 
damaging admissions as to leave 


no doubt of guilt, and that the 


prosecution was justified.in the use 
made of it.

BANKRUPTS TAXED 
ON OWN PAYMENTS 


A ruling of interest ‘to persons 
who have been adjudged bank- 
rupt has just been received by 
United States Collector of Internal 
Revenue Goodcell. It holds that 
bankrupts who have been absolved 
from all legal lability to their 
creditors, and afterward volunta- 
rily make payments to these cred- 
itors, cannot deduct such payments 
in making their income-tax re- 
turns. The Washington bureau 
holds that the theory of the bank- 
rupcty law is that a discharge after 
an adjudication of bankruptcy de- 
stroys only the remedy of the cred- 
itors, and does not extinguish the 
indebtedness, consequently ~ the 
payments made on debts incurred 
prior to bankruptcy cannot be con-
